Hitler, Sweetheart Shot Selves

BERLIN, July 5.—(BUP) 
—I found overwhelming—if 
circumstantial — evidence at 
the German chancellery today 
to support the report I heard 
exactly two weeks ago in 
Berchtesgaden that Adolf Hit- 
ler and Eva Braun killed 
themselves just before Berlin 


fell to the Russians. 

A thorough examination of the 
fuehrer’s underground bunker 
behind the chancellery bore out 
the story told by a former chauf- 
feur of Hitler, Erich Kempka. 

In Hitler's small sitting room I 
found against the wall a sofa where 
Kempka said Hitler and Eva shot 
themselves to death after Hitler 
ordered their bodies burned so no 
remains would fall into the hands 

of the Russians. 

The most convincing piece of 
evidence was the bloodstain on the 
right hand portion of the sofa. It 
was there, Kempka said, that Eva 
sat when she put a bullet into her 
heart. The stains were on the tap- 
estried seat and back, and on the 
wooden ‘top piece of the right hand 
sofa arm, Others were on the 
concrete floor to the right of the 
sofa. 

STAINS TALLY

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Housing and Subsidy 


It has become more than clear that the 

housing problem, which is Canada’s most 
immediate and urgent concern, will never 
be solved by the action of private enter- 
prise, 
It is totally impossible for private 
builders to erect homes, at present build- 
ing costs, that will rent at the rate the 
majority of people are able to pay. 

No one can afford to devote, it is cal- 
culated, more than one fifth of his in- 
come to housing accommodation. This 
means that most Canadians, servicemen 
and civilians, must limit their monthly 
rent to between $20 and $30 or else upset 
their entire household economy. | 

Private enterprise cannot supply houses 
that will rent at these figures. 

It seems obvious, then, that the only 
answer to the pressing problem is adequate | 
government subsidy. 

There are three essential factors in the 
matter of government housing subsidy: 

First, speed is essential. Unless some- | 
thing on a sweeping scale is done im- 
mediately, hundreds of thousands of Can- 
adians and certainly thousands of Edmon- 
tonians are going to be homeless next 
winter. 

Second, adequacy is essential. There is 
no use half doing it. Enough money must 
be provided so that everybody in Canada 
may live in a decent home. 

Third, beneficiaries under the housing | 
subsidy must not be loaded with unpay- 
able debt or unpayable rentals. Perman- | 
ent bankruptcy is just as bad as homeless- 
ness. 

What is needed, then, is a plan that 
operates immediately, provides adequate 
funds to house everybody and supplies 
the money on a non-interest-bearing basis 
with a loss if need be of some of the in- 
vested capital. 

The Bank of Canada is the repository, 
created by Parliament, of the natienal 
credit. The government should borrow 
money from The Bank of Canada, with- 
out interest, and devote it to the immediate 
construction of houses at low rentals. 

This is the most serious crisis which 
has confronted Ottawa since the beginning 
of the war.

An Aesthetic Matter 


With the arrival of summer and the 
partial arrival of peacetime psychology, 
police officials at points on this continent 
are beginning to have difficulty with 
women’s hot weather costumes—just as in 
the happy days of yore. 

For instance, the city of Decatur, 
Illinois, reports a tussle with the female 
section of the public in the matter of 
shorts. The police chief has issued an 
order that women and older girls must not 
appear on the streets in shorts which do 
not reach the knee. The women are defi- 
ant and arrests are expected. 

There is, of course, one fundamental 
error made by the police in dealing with 
such matters of midsummer madness. 
They insist upon regulating women’s sum- 
mer costumes on the basis of morals. 
That is all wrong. 

For people are less concerned with 
being decent than they are with being 
beautiful. A woman who would blithely 
continue shocking the- modesty of the 
males would hesitate a long time before 
turning their stomachs. 

Let the police of these tormented com- 
munities forget about the moral angle of 
abbreviated shorts. Let them set out to 
convince offenders that while proper 
shorts upon proper legs are exceedingly 
delectable, improper shorts upon improper 
legs are not only ugly but sometimes 
nauseating. 

Once the matter is placed upon a 
strictly aesthetic plane, there will be no 
more trouble.

Quibbling Over Laval 


The Spanish government, it is announc- 
ed, has decided that Pierre Lava] cannot 
be surrendered to the Allies unless he is 
indicted as a war criminal. They regard 
him as accused of a political offence for 
which no extradition arrangement exists. 

Frankly, public opinion in this coun- 
try, at least, is exasperated not only over 
Spain's quibbling in this case but over the 
patience of the Allies in putting up with it 

Of al! the crimes committed during the 
Eypropean war, Pierre Lava!'s were the 
most despicable. For his sell-out to Ger- 
many was*not based upon a mistaken 
patriotism or even upon a false political 
philosophy held in honest error. He collab- 
orated with Hitler through greed and van- 
ity alone. 

There are a dozen ways in which 
Franco's technical objections ‘o his sur- 
render could be met. 

First he could be formally indicted asa | 
war criminal, for surely his part in ship- 
ping Frenchmen as slave labor to Germany 
was a war crime 

Or he could be indicted under France's 


code as @ common criminal! since his t

All these delays and bickerings in pro- 
secuting war criminals are not only adding 
to the impatience of the public but are 
beginning to create the dangerous suspi- 
cion that the counsels of sentimentalists 
might prevail with = Allies. 


“Stop Staring” 


Disabled veterans in a Calgary military 
hospital (and we presume their view is 
shared by all other disabled veterans) 
have issued a protest against a projected 
campaign to arouse public sympathy in 
their plight. 

In a letter to the Calgary press they 
urge that efforts to set them apart from 
other men be discontinued. “All we ask”, 
this letter says in effect, “is that we be 
regarded as everyone else and that people 
stop staring.” 

It seems to be an eminently reasonable 
request. The fundamental purpose of re- 
habilitation is to merge the serviceman 
back into the common stream of society. 

This can never be accomplished so long 
as a sentimental section of the public in- 
sists upon singling out amputation and 
disability cases as objects of their sym- 
pathetic tears. 

Hysterical and gushing sympathy (as 
well as curiosity) can undo the whole work 
of rehabilitation. Certainly it is the worst 
thing in the world for the morale of men 
whose only desire is A recover normality.

McCoy Health Service 


The art of diagnosis refers to the 
art of distinguishing one ‘disease 
from another—or the art of telling 
one disease from another—or the 
determining of the nature of a case 
of disease. The disease is identified | 
by considering the history of the 
patient, his present and past symp- 
toms, physical signs, and the find- 
ings of the examination of all parts 
of the body. 

The first step in diagnosis is the 
finding of the principal diseased 
state which has driven the patient 
to go to a doctor for help. The 
patient wants to knéw the main 
thing which is wrong and the find- 
ing of the chief disorder comes first. 

However, the diagnostician must 
go farther and must recognize the 
presence of any other diseased 
states which accompany the prin- 
cipal trouble. The presence of these 
secondary states may profoundly 
change the treatment. 

The diagnostician has another 
duty in that he must decide what 
stage the principal disease has al- 
ready reached, Is it in an early 
stage, a medium stage—or an ad- 
vanced stage? 

Furthermore, in arriving at a 
good sound diagnosis there is still 
another factor to be considered

tion. It very often happens that a 
slow and gradual change into a 
diseased stage may excite the body 
to make up for it in some way by | 
compensation.

The 
ideal of every diagnosis is to find 
the disturbing cause which is at. 
work and to remove or eorrect that | 


cause, before too much damage is 
done. The only treatment which 
will be invariably successful in the 
jrelief of disease is that which seeks 
to remove the cause

taken out of diagnosing diseases by 
|the accurate instruments at the dis 
;posal of the examining physician 
The microscope, the X-Ray, the 
electrocardiograph, the instrument 
for examining the blood pressure, | 
the cystoscope for lighting up the}

}others prove invaluable aids, How- | 
ever, accuracy of the final diagnosis 
depends to a large degree upon the 
|skill and experienced judgment of 
the physician who is attempting to 
consider all the various findings

NO GUILT SENSED 

The perpetrators or passive col-!| 
Jaborators were in no way con- 
6cious of a sense of guilt and, with 
few exceptions, they were Germans 
not Nazis 

The chief nurse, who confessed 

without coercion that she had mur- 
dered 210 children 
in two years by intramuscular in 
jections asked her captors simply 
“Will anything to me” 

The chief doctor, Valentin 
Falthauser, was captured and his 
second-in-command Lothar Gaert- 
ner, hanged himself the night be- 
for the investigators arrived. An- 
other sister confessed with a 
stony grin that she had poisoned 
“at least 30 to 40 persons.” 


The plant which operated under 
the title of a “lunatic asylum” had a 
maximum capacity of 3,000 persons 
and received its orders from the 
Reich and Bavarian ministers of 
the interior. Experiments were 
made there “for the improvement 
of the race.”

| BOURNEMOUTH, Eng. July 
5.—(CP)—WO. v. J. Bastable of

Bastable, RAF, Winnipeg, Canada, 
took part in sabotage acts of our 
units, as blowing up railway tracks, 
cutting telephone lines and similar 
acts, 


OCCUPIED PASSES 

“While the German army was re- 
treating he took part in occupying 
and securing the passes over moun- 
tains at Chriby and after our unit 
made the connection with the Ru- 
manian army, commanded in this 
section by Maj. Jordan, he and our 
partisans guided and advanced 
units of this army over forests to 
the town of Korycany.” 

On his arrival at his RCAF re- 
lease prisoner of war centre, the 
30-year-old Winnipegger told how 
he was taken prisoner after being 
shot down and how he and a 
Czech prisoner, Sgt Paul Svo- 
boda, succeeded in escaping after 
six attempts from a prison camp 
at Lamsdorf.
